These  Bibles  are  freely  offered  to  the  children 
of  California  by  a  few  Christian  gentlemen  of  New- 
York  through  the  agency  of  Mr.  L.  Brewster, 
who  has  thns  scattered  some  three  thousand  within 
the  l**t  years  as  rewards  to  children  committ¬ 
ing  the  Catechism,  m  other  Western  Sutes  and  in 
Oregon. 

A  subsequent  number  of  the  paper  announces 
their  distribntion  as  follows : — 

The  rewaid  of  Bibles,  to  snch  scholars  as  had 
learned  the  Catechism,  and  recited  it  correctly  at 
one  recitation,  were  presented  on  Sunday  to  the 
children  of  the  Sabbath  Schools  of  Rev.  Mr.  Lacy’s 
and  Rev.  Mr.  Willey’s  churches.  In  the  former 
twenty-five  were  presented,  and  in  the  latter  fifteen. 
One  of  the  little  girls  of  the  latter  school,  a  fine, 
rosy  girl  of  twelve  years,  who  keeps  house  for  her 
father,  committed  the  task  in  eleven  days,  besides 
attending  to  her  ordinary  duties. 

In  each  school,  the  scene,  we  are  inforUned,  was  a 
pleasant  one.  Nothing  is  more  beautiful  than  the 
bright  faces  and  spark'ing  eyes  of  children,  rejoicing 
in  their  gifts ;  especially,  when,  as  in  this  case,  one 
does  not  gain  by  the  loss  tf  another,  but  where 
each  one  may  bo  rewarded  alike  for  his  or  her  own 
industry. 

Work  for  Sabbath  School  Teachers. — At  the 
late  ministeiial  convention  in  New  Hampshire,  it 
was  reported  that  through  a  cimrse  of  years,  it  is 
found  that  five  out  of  every  six  who  make  a  profes¬ 
sion  of  religion  by  uniting  with  the  church,  come 
from  the  Sabbath-schools,  and  yet  of  ninety  thou¬ 
sand  children  in  the  State,  not  more  than  thirty 
thousand  are '  connected  with  all  the  evangelical 
Sabbath  schools. 

Evangelical  Knowledge  Societt. — ^The  third 
triennial  meeting  of  this  society  was  held  in  Phila¬ 
delphia,  October  9th,  Bishop  Meade  in  the  chair. 
The  annual  reports  were  read  by  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Dyer,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Andrews,  and  exhibited  avery 
encouraging  condition  of  the  society.  The  income 
for  the  last  year  was  820,000 ;  the  society  is  entire¬ 
ly  out  of  debt  and  has  assets  of  over  $20,000.

Destructive  Fire— Explosion  of  a  Steam  Boiler. 

On  Friday  afternoon  a  steam  boiler  In  the  Vinegar 
Manufactory  of  Leonard  Brown,  Nos.  72  and  74  West 
Twenty-fifth  street,  exploded,  with  a  tremendons  re¬ 
port.  The  coals  in  the  furnace  were  scattered  in  every 
direction,  and,  falling  upon  the  wood  work  in  and  about 
the  engine-room,  set  fire  to  the  building.  The  report 
of  the  explosion  was  beard  for  several  blocks  abont  the 
vicinity,  and  drew  hundreds  of  people  to  the  ground. 
The  flames  spread  with  astonishing  rapidity,  and  the 
bnlldiugs,  which  were  four  stories  in  bight,  were  com¬ 
pletely  gutted. 

There  were  a  large  number  of  persons  at  work  at  the 
time  in  the  establishment,  several  of  whom  were  badly 
injured,  and  one  or  two  will  perhaps  lose  their  lives. 
John  Gilchrist,  the  engineer,  was  severely  burned,  as 
was  also  a  cooper  named  Baker.  The  majority  of  the 
employees  escaped  uninjured. 

The  loss  is  e.^timated  at  abont  $30,000.  Insured  for 
$12,000  in  the  Broadway.  Stnyvesant  and  People’s  In¬ 
surance  Compsuiies.  A  large  quantity  of  vinegar  was 
destroyed. 

The  engine  and  machinery  are  a  total  wreck.  The 
boiler  was  a  new  one  and  was  used  yesterday  for  the 
first  lime.  It  had,  we  understand,  been  severely  tested 
and  pronounced  safe. 

The  Emigrants  arriving  at  Castle'  Garden  in 
this  City,  represent  in  manners,  costume  and  language, 
every  nation  in  Europe.  Last  Thursday,  three  vessels 
arrived  with  over  1,400  passengers.  Among  the  arri¬ 
vals  on  Wednesday  last  were  a  number  of  political  refu¬ 
gees,  and  a  company  of  Crimean  soldiers  in  uniform, 
bound  to  Canada. 

The  COST  OP  THE  RECENT  EnecTioN  in  this  city  is  es¬ 
timated  at  over  a  million  of  dollars,  to  say  nothing  of 
the  time  individuals  actually  devoted  to  electioneering 
duties.  On  Monday  evening  pieceeding  the  election, 
at  the  Democratic  head  quarters,  Tammany  Hall,  near¬ 
ly  three  millions  of  tickets  were  distributed  to  the  polls, 
exclusive  of  ward  tickets.  The  quantity  of  tickets  thus 
provided,  filled  thirteen  large  bags  and  six  barrels,  and 
made  two  wagon  loads.  The  Journal  of  Commerce  says 
that  the  cost  of  this  ammunition  was  $5,000,  yet  this  is 
quite  small  in  comparison  with  the  sums  supplied  by 
the  General  Democratic  Committee  and  their  coadju¬ 
tors. 

Extravagant  Price  of  Fruit. — Apples  and  pears  are 
retailed  in  this  city  at  enormous  prices,  considering  the 
ease  with  which  they  can  be  raised.  On  Broadway  at 
the  fruit  stores,  delicious  Sicily  and  West  India  oranges 
can  be  purchased  much  lower  than  apples  and  pears, 
grown  almost  within  sight  of  New-York !  Good  apples 
sell  readily  at  4  and  6  cents  each,  and  pears  range 
from  3  to  25  cents  a  piece )  This  ought  not  to  be. 

1^*  Madame  Bodisco,  the  widow  of  the  late  Rus¬ 
sian  Minister,  left  this  city  recently,  in  the  steamer  Per¬ 
sia,  for  St.  Petersburg.

The  plan 
proposed  adds  another  story  to  the  present  City  Hall, 
and  a  wing  on  each  extremity  abont  409  feet  in  length, 
and  a  third  addition  of  similar  size  on  Chamber  street. 
These  massive  bnlldings  will  form  a  quadrangle,  with 
an  open  area  in  the  center,  'united  at  their  extremi¬ 
ties.  It  will  undoubtedly  be  a  magnificent  pile  when 
completed. 

cr  The  magnificent  Collins’  Liverpool  steamer 

Adriatic  ”  Is  nearly  ready  for  her  trial  trip.  She  will 
excite  wonder  by  her  vast  dimensions,  while  the  extra¬ 
ordinary  beauty  of  her  finishing  will  amaze  everybody. 
The  Adriatic  Is  346  feot  long,  50  feet  wide  and  33  feet 
deep,  of  6,250  tons  burthen.  Her  propelling  power  is 
equal  to  2,8>.H)  horses,  and  her  speed,  it  is  expected,  will 
carry  her  across  the  Atlantic  in  nine  days.  The  Adri¬ 
atic  has  accommodations  for  316  first  claas,  and  60  se¬ 
cond  clafs  passengers.  She  can  carry  2,0(*0  tons  of 
freight  and  1,500  tons  of  coals.  Her  cost  will  be  very 
little  shbrt  of  a  million  of  dollars.

The  “  National  Kansas  Aid  Committee”  have  made 
a  warm  api>eal  to  the  Pastors  of  the  American  Church¬ 
es,  in  behalf  of  the  svifferieg  people  of  this  cuuaged  ter¬ 
ritory.  Now  ihe  Election  is  over,  the  charge  that  po¬ 
litical  effect  is  designed,  cannot  he  made  hy  the  most 
heartless  ecemy  of  the  Kansas  sufferers.  It  is  proposed 
by  the  Committee  that  a  collection  he  taken  up  in  each 
church  on  Thanksgiving  day,  and  that  aid,  in  any  form 
which  humanity  m.iy  suggest,  be  sent  either  directly  to 
the  Chairman,  tV.  F.  Avery,  in  Chicago,  or  Charles  J. 
Warren  iu  Now-York.  Many  clergymen  in  New  York 
have  exjiresscd  approbation  of  the  design,  and  thou¬ 
sands  of  de.'titnte  women  and  children  may  bo  saved 
from  dreadful  suffering,  if  not  from  death,  by  season¬ 
able  aid. 

More  Forgeries — Another  case  of  forgery  has  come 
to  light  in  this  city ;  eleven  checks  on  the  Corn  Ex¬ 
change  Bank,  amonnting  altogether  to  $4,610  78,  and 
purporting  to  have  been  signed  by  Mr.  Edward  Bill, 
have  just  been  pronounced  forgeries.  Two  clerks  of 
Mr.  Bill,  named  John  M  and  Charles  King,  and  a  man 
named  8.  D.  Farmer,  have  been  arrested,  charged  with 
committing  the  offence.  Faimer  makes  affidavit  that 
he  received  the  checks  from  John  M.  King,  procured 
the  cash  for  them,  and  handed  it  over  to  said  King,  who 
admitted  they  were  not  genuine,  bnt  forged  checks. 
The  prisoners,  after  a  preliminary  examination  on  Sat¬ 
urday,  were  committed  to  the  Tombs  to  await  a  foriher 
investigation  of  the  case. 

Com.merce  of  Chicago  — We  gather  from  various 
sourceji  of  infoimation,  the  following  facts  abont  the 
bnsiness  of  this  extraordinary  city , — 

The  amonnt  of  Lumber  already  received  this  season 
in  Chicago  ;  402,686,960  feet;  being  nearly  one  and  a 
half  millions  of  feet  more  than  wero  received  last  year 
in  the  same  time.

Pour  Days  Later  News  from  Europe. 

The  Collins  ateam<htp  BALTtc,  from  Liverpool  morn¬ 
ing  of  29lh  ult.,  arrived  at  this  port  Monday  morning. 

The  feature  of  the  news  which  has  attracted  most  at¬ 
tention,  is  an  official  paragraph  in  the  Moniteur,  com' 
plaining  that  the  Eualish  press  publishes  calumnies 
against  the  French  Government,  and  holding  out 
a  menace  that  a  continuance  of  such  conduct  will 
break  up  the  Analo-French  alliance.  This  paragraph 
has  caused  excitement,  both  In  England  and  France 
having  even  afiected  the  Bourse;  and  it  is  reported  that 
the  British  Government  will  ask  an  explenation  of  the 
threat  to  dissolve  the  alliance. 

Respecting  the  Neapolitan  difficulty,  the  only  ad¬ 
ditional  progress  is  that  the  French  Embassy,  as  also 
probably  the  British,  left  Naples  on  the  26th. 

Count  Waleski’s  official  correspondence  with  the 
Neapolitan  Government  is  published. 

A  German  paper  says  the  squadron  wi’J  go  to  Naples 
In  three  weeks,  if  matters  are  not  settled. 

There  is  nothing  really  new  in  respect  to  the  compli¬ 
cated  relations  of  the  Dauublan  Principalities. 

It  is  denied  from  Vienna,  bnt  re-asserted  from  France, 
that  the  Porte  baa  summoned  the  Austrians  to  quit.  In 
thia  connection  are  two  reports,  viz :  Ist,  That  the  Cod 
gross  of  Paris  is  not  likely  to  meet  soon,  owing  to  the 
non-assent  ef  England.  2nd,  That  Roseia,  inspired  by

A  Tunnel  of  stupendous  length  and  depth  is  be¬ 
ing  excavate  J  through  Bergen  Hill,  N.J.,  opposite  New 
York,  to  admit  the  pa-ssago  of  the  Erie  Railroad  cars  to 
their  new  docks  on  the  Hudson  river.  The  Tunnel  will 
lie  4,300  feet  long,  through  solid  rock  running  fifty  j 
and  sixty  feet  below  the  surface.  It  will  be  23  feet 
high  and  about  80  feet  wide,  fitted  for  two  railroad 
tracks.  Over  700  men  are  constantly  employed.  More 
than  a  year  will  bo  required  to  complete  it,  at  an  ex¬ 
pense  of  nearly  a  million  of  dollars. 

Fugitive  Slives — The  underground  railroad  appears 
to  be  quite  a  flonrisblng  institution.  A  report  of  the 
Albany  Vigilance  Committee  (colored)  states  that  be- 
twet-n  the  Ivlh  of  September,!  85^|  nd  the  16  h  of  July, 
1856,  a  period  of  ten  months,  287  staves  passtd  through 
the  city  of  Albany  en  route  for  Canada.  Most  of  these 
fugitives  pass  down  to  Oswego  from  Syracuse,  and  there 
take  the  steamers  for  Canada.  Many  of  them  are  en¬ 
ergetic,  intelligent  mulattoes,  so  a  friend  informs  us,  and 
their  eagerness  is  snch  to  reach  Canada,  that  no  indnoe- 
ments  can  detain  them  under  the  “  Star-Spangled  Ban¬ 
ner.”  In  Canada  they  find  ready  employment,  and  in 
the  Upper  Province,  they  have  a  nomber  of  large  and 
prosperous  settlements.

Singular  Political  Wager. — Major  Benjamin  Par¬ 
ley  Poore,  the  late  Fillmore  candidate  for  Congress  in 
the  6th  District,  arrived  in  Boston  Friday  afternoon, 
with  his  wheelbarrow  and  barrel  of  apples,  which  he 
had  wheeled  all  the  way  from  Newburyport,  a  distance 
of  thirty-six  miles,  In  two  and  a  half  days.  The  job 
was  in  faifilmont  of  a  bet  with  Colonel  Burbank,  the 
Fremont  State  Senator  elect,  that  Fillmore  would  get 
more  votes  in  Massachusetts  than  Fremont.

The  novelty  of  the  performance  col¬ 
lected  many  thousands  of  the  people,  and  the  Major 
was  greeted  with  tremendous  and  tumultuous  applause 
on  all  sides.  He  delivered  the  apples  to  Col.  Burbank 
on  the  steps  of  the  Tremont  House,  when  both  gentle¬ 
men  delivered  congratulatory  speeches,  mounted  on  the 
barrel.  Ten  thousand  jicopie  were  present 
Storm  on  Lake  Ontario. 

Oswego,  Nov.  7. — It  is  estimated  that  over  $160,000 
worth  of  property  was  destroyed  by  the  recent  gale  on 
Lake  Ontario.  Twenty  or  thirty  vessels  have  received 
more  or  loss  damage.  The  biig  Sampson  and  the 
schooner  Forward  are  ashore  below  Port  Ontario.  A 
Lake  Huron  schooner  is  ashore  at  Wolfe  Island,  rear 
Kingston. 

India  Trade. — The  Jicston  Traveller  gives  the  fol¬ 
lowing  interesting  facts,  showing  tho  large  busiuess  be¬ 
tween  that  city  and  the  East  Indies.  It  says : — 

“  At  the  last  accounts  twenty-four  ships  were  at  Cal¬ 
cutta  loading  for  Boston,  including  seven  sailed  a  few 
days  previous  for  this  port.  A  largo  number  of  ships 
are  now  abont  dne  here  from  Calcutta,  Manila,  Batavia, 
Padang,  and  other  India  ports.  Calcutta  and  East 
India  goods  (allhongh  such  large  qnantilles  are  now 
due  and  on  the  way)  are  in  active  demand  at  high 
prices.  L'nsecd,  Catch,  Shellac,  Indigo,  Hidos  and 
Gunnies,  are  ruling  at  very  h'gh  prices  now,  and  will 
probably  for  some  time  to  come.  We  have  not  bad  this 
year  our  usual  Brithh  trade,  and  our  market  this  sea¬ 
son  Is  short  for  many  articles  from  Glasgow,  Newcastle, 
Liverpool,  &c.  The  arrivals  at  this  port  from  Liver¬ 
pool  and  London  with  general  assorted  cargoes  have 
been  very  few  of  late,  and  further  supplies  are  much 
needed.” 

13^  Hon.  Samuel  Hoar,  a  gentleman  who  had  long 
filled  a  prominent  place  in  the  estimation  of  the  public, 
died  in  Concord,  Mass.,  last  week.  He  had  just  com 
pleted  bia  78th  year,  and  as  an  active  man,  belonged  to 
the  last  age  rather  than  to  the  present.  He  was  one  of 
the  first  lawyers  of  the  Massachnsetts  bar,  at  a  period 
when  its  fame  stood  high,  but  relinquished  the  practice 
of  the  legal  profession  many  years  since. 

Rev.  T.  L  Cutler,  of  the  Dutch  Reformed  Church, 
in  a  letter  from  Massachusetts,  thus  speaks  of  Mr. 
Gocen  at  home ; —

cept  the  Indian  tronbles  had  broken  out  afresh  in  Ore¬ 
gon. 

A  Kansas  Dungeon. 

Rev.  Mr.  Nnte,  in  a  let'er  to  the  Boston  Transcript, 
gives  this  de.scriplion  of  a  dnngern  in  which  he  was 
confined  with  other  free  Siate  men  in  Kansas,  and  this 
in  the  nineteenth  century  and  in  a  Christian  country : 

”  We  were  locked  up  with  thirteen  others  in  a  foul 
dungeon — a  place  which  deserves  commemoration  with 
the  Bastile  and  a  Black  Hole  of  Calcutta.  For  tho 
credit  of  the  community  by  whom  it  was  built,  it  should 
have  a  faithful  description.  Its  walls  are  of  stone,  two 
feet  thick,  inclosing  a  space  10  fret  by  16  and  abont  10 
feet  high.  The  door  is  of  solid  iron.  The  light  and 
ventilation  furnished  by  4  apertures  near  the  top,  5 
inches  by  18,  in  which  are  set  iron  bars  so  as  to  fill  up 
abont  three-quarters  of  the  space.  The  stone  floor  was 
covered  with  rubbish  and  offal  of  the  filthiest  kind. 
The  foulness  of  the  air  In  snch  a  place  daring  one  of  the 
most  snltry  of  dog  days,  may  be  conceived  of  without 
further  description.  On  inquiry,  we  found  that  most 
of  our  fellow-prisoners  had  been  taken,  the  day  before, 
from  their  homes  near  town,  without  any  charge  or  pre¬ 
text.  Several  were  arrested  on  their  way  from  differ¬ 
ent  parts  of  the  terriiory,  who  were  intending  to  go 
down  the  river.” 

Slavery  to  be  Carried  to  Oregon. 

The  following  is  an  extract  of  a  letter  from  Rev.  Dr. 
Bushnell,  to  a  gautleman  in  Hartford,  Ct.,  dated  Cali¬ 
fornia,  Sept.  18 : — 

“  A  new  thing  is  jnst  now  coming  to  light  which  onr 
friends  at  tho  East  must  look  at,  viz :  the  turning  Ore- 
con  itito  a  slave  State.  More  than  half  the  people  are 
from  Missouri.  The  leaders  are  at  work  to  get  off  the 
Proviso,  or  to  get  the  Territory  admitted  as  a  State  in 
the  understanding  that  they  will  take  it  off  themselves. 
They  have  649  acres  of  land  each,  and  cannot  cultivate 
any  but  a  small  portion,  without  slaves.  They  are  talk¬ 
ing  actively  and  are  watching  their  chance.  As  soon 
as  Kansas  becomes  a  slave  State,  they  will  strike ;  and 
you  may  rely  upon  it,  from  what  I  hear,  that  bc>th  Ore¬ 
gon  and  Utah  will,  in  that  event,  go  for  slavery,  when 
the  question  will  immediately  return  for  reconsideration 
here. 

The  presses  in  Oregon  are  now  in  tho  slave  interest 
If  any  should  dare  to  speak  in  the  free  State  interest, 
they  will  he  crashed  as  in  Kansas,  and  the  free  State 
men  will  be  driven  out  All  the  Border  Ruffian  prac¬ 
tices  will  be  renewed  here.  It  is  a  great  wonder  to  me 
here,  seeing  the  great  power  of  the  Southern  leaders, 
and  the  fact  that  slave  labor  could  he  employed  to  so 
great  an  advantage  in  the  mines,  that  slavery  was  not 
established  here  at  the  beginning.  Indeed  I  suppose 
that  as  mnch  credit  in  this  matter  is  dne  to  Fremont  as 
to  any  other  person,  and  probably  more.  What  a  glory 
will  finally  cover  that  name,  if  now  be  is  snccessfnl  and 
makes  a  successful  issue  of  a  four  years’  administratirm, 
delivering  his  country  from  its  present  crisis  of  terror, 
and  turDiog  back  forever  the  progress  of  this  barbaric 
institution — all  the  greater,  that  he  is  himself  a  son  of 
South  Carolina.  It  will  be  the  greatest  honor  indeed 
that  ever  came  upon  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  and 
will  be  so  considered. 

Do  not  understand  me  to  be  anxious,  lest  on  a  recon¬ 
sideration  of  the  question  of  slavery  here,  it  will  he  in¬ 
troduced.  There  are  too  many  hard  working  free  men 
in  the  minas  to  suffer  any  such  thing.  The  day  is  gone 
by ;  they  will  not  vote  to  bring  in  gangs  of  negroes  and 
put  themselves  in  the  dishonorable  class  of  labor  with 
them.  And  yet  there  are  multitndes  here,  who  are 
wishing  for  just  this  thing.”

The  Bible,  how  precious  the  treasure,  contain¬ 
ing  all  that  we  need  to  know  in  regard  to  God, 
the  future,  the  soul,  and  the  means  of  it«  salva-  j 
tion.  And  yet  how  common  it  is,  how  cheaply 
possessed.  A  small  fraction  of  a  dollar  now  sup 
plies  us  with  what  it  once  took  a  fort^e  to  ac 
quire.  It  is  said  that  the  building  o  e  wo

prioeof  .  .tegle  Bible  at  the  Ume.  There  i. 
danger  of  neglect  now  from  this  aerj  oommonn^ 
and  cheapness.  Men  receive  it  as  a  cheap  book, 
then  they  treat  it,  as  a  cheap  book.  If  they  do, 
they  make  a  great  mistake. 

The  vast  treasure  it  contains,  can  be  got  out, 
only  by  attention,  study;  and  study  in  the  right 
way,  and  with  the  right  spirit  It  may  not  be 
amiss  to  suggest  two  or  three  principles  to  be  re¬ 
garded  in  our  coming  to  the  Bible. 

One  is,  that  we  come  to  it,  ever  with  the  un¬ 
wavering  conviction,  that  it  is  the  word  of  God, 
different  in  this  respect  from  all  other  books. 
God  here  speaks  and  every  word  is  truth ;  truth 
absolute  or  historic. 

We  should  come  to  the  Bible  as  an  entire 
book;  complete  only  as  we  receive  the  whole  ; 
the  inspiration  of  God  covering  the  whole.  This 
is  a  vital  point  The  Bible  is  everything  or  it  is 
nothing :  The  whole  of  it  is  divine  and  authora- 
tative,  or  none  of  it  is.  The  argument  that  sweeps 
out  a  part  of  the  books  of  the  Bible,  will  sweep 
away  all.  If  legitimate  ag^st  a  part,  it  is  legi¬ 
timate  against  the  whole.  As  matter  of  experi¬ 
ence,  it  is  found,  that  when  one  begins  to  oast 
away  the  Bible,  he  goes  on  casting  it  away,  here 
a  little  and  there  a  little,  and  then  a  little  more. 

The  part  that  does  not  suit  him,  he  dispenses 
with.  A  most  dangerous  principle  is  at  work; 
the  principle  of  his  own  depravity,  his  own  igno¬ 
rance  and  short-sightedness;  sitting  in  judgment 
upon  the  word  of  God.  E  very  thing  is  unsettled, 
what  is  Scripture,  and  what  is  not,  nobody  knows. 
One  chooses  to  expunge  this  position,  and  another 
that  And  it  comes  to  this  result  practically,  that 
a  mutilated  Bible  is  no  Bible.  If  any  part  of  the 
Bible  is  unsettled,  as  being  the  Word  of  God, 
from  that  moment,  no  part  of  the  Bible  is  settled 
as  the  Word  of  God.  How  important  that  every- 
<»ie  beware,  lest  he  open  the  smallest  leak  of  scep¬ 
ticism  upon  this  holy  book. 

Not  only  are  we  to  receive,  but  read  and  study 
the  Bible  as  an  entire  book ;  attaching  a  value 
and  importance  to  every  part.  Some  seem  to 
think  that  the  Old  Testament  deserves  very  little 
regard.  It  is  the  word  of  the  old  dispensation ; 
that  has  passed  away.  What  harm  in  letting  the 
record  of  it  pass  away  too  ?  We  answer,  there  is 
a  vast  deal  in  the  Old  Testament  intrinsically 
valuable,  weightier,  richer  than  the  finest  gold. 
Then,  there  is  a  great  deal  valuable,  yea,  indis¬ 
pensable,  on  account  of  its  relation  to  the  New. 
The  old  dispensation  has  not  passed  away;  it  has 
passed  into,  and  become  perfected  in  the  New. 
The  consequence  is,  the  new  cannot  stand,  cer- 
tably  cannot  be  understood,  without  the  Old. 
Indeed  the  New,  in  its  most  important,  its  pro- 
foundest  parts,  is  as  nothing  without  the  Old.  It 
is  born  of  the  Old — took  its  being  from  the  Old. 
The  person  who  despises  or  neglects  the  Old  Tes- 
.tament,  and  sucks  only  at  the  breasts  of  the  New, 
will  get  some  milk  indeed,  and  little  more  than 
the  milk  of  first  principles  and  simple  precepts. 
This  will  do  for  a  child.  But  taking  this  course 
he  will  always  be  a  child.  To  be  a  man  he  must 
get  meat.  And  there  is  meat  in  the  New  Testa¬ 
ment — ^the  profounder  things,  the  great  doctrines 
relating  to  our  justification;  and  our  sanctification. 
These  things  are  found  in  the  Epistles;  some 
things  indeed  hard  to  be  understood,  but  they 
may  be  understood  in  all  essential  respects ;  and 
the  soul  will  thrive,  and  take  its  bone  and  sinew, 
and  manhood.  But  these  things  cannot  be  un¬ 
derstood,  except  as  we  fall  back  upon  the  Old, 
and  connect  the  Old  with  the  New.  So  Paul  pro¬ 
ceeds  in  his  Epistle  to  the  Hebrews,  gathering 
from  the  former  dispensation  his  light  and  argu¬ 
ment,  and  pouring  them  upon  the  blessed  doc¬ 
trine  of  the  Atonement,  the  Mystery  of  the  Vi¬ 
carious  Sufferer.  The  truth  is,  we  must  begin 
the  Bible,  and  walk  the  whole  path  and  line  of 
Bevelation,  if  we  would  comprehend  it  in  all  its 
breadth  and  depth,  and  heighth,  in  the  vast  com¬ 
pass,  and  consummated  glory  of  its  truths. 

Bat  it  is  said,  there  are  barren  parts  of  the 
Old  Testament.  ‘  You  would  not  have  us  dig, 
and  waste  our  strength  and  time  upon  the  dry, 
unfructifying  banks  of  sand  ?’  We  would  not, 
nor  would  we  have  any  one  condemn  a  portion  of 
Scripture  too  soon.  There  may  be  something 
there,  which  we  do  not  yet  see.  Quaint  Thomas 
Fuller  says  admirably  in  his  Meditations,  “  Lord 
I  find  the  genealogy  of  my  Savior  strangely 
checkered  with  four  remarkable  changes,  in  four 
immediate  generations.  1.  Roboam  begat  Abia, 
that  is,  a  bad  father  begat  a  bad  son.  2.  Abia 
begat  Asa,  that  is  a  bad  father,  a  good  son.  3. 
Asa  begat  Josaphat,  that  is,  a  good  father,  a  good 
son.  4.  Josaphat  b^at  Joram,  that  is,  a  good 
father,  a  bad  son.  I  see  Lord  from  hence,  that 
my  father’s  piety  cannot  be  entailed.  That  is  bad 
news  for  me.  Bat  I  see  also,  that  actual  impiety 
is  not  always  hereditary,  that  is  good  news  for 
my  son.”

WOBLDLINESS  OP  THE  CHHI8TIAN. 

The  Christian  is  in  many  places,  and  in  many 
ways,  represented  by  the  Scriptures  as  being  a 
mere  stranger  and  pilgrim  in  this  world.  He  is 
taught  that  he  has  here  no  continuing  city,  and 
is  solemnly  warned  against  laying  up  here  any  of 
his  heart’s  treasures. 

And  he  himself  professes  to  follow  these  in¬ 
structions,  and  to  be  consequently  seeking,  as 
his  home,  “a  house  not  made  with  hands,  eternal 
in  the  heavens.” 

Thus  represented,  thus  taught,  and  thus  pro¬ 
fessing,  the  Christian  necessarily  stands  out  be¬ 
fore  the  world,  as  one  withdrawn  from  it  and 
above  it,  even  while  living  in  it.  And  as  thus 
divinely  separate  from  the  world,  he  becomes  an 
object  of  especial  notice,  and  is  justly  regarded  as 
the  proper  exemplar  of  better  things  than  charac¬ 
terize  the  children  of  the  life  that  now  is,  and  the 
express  exemplifierof  the  purity  and  power  of  the 
life  which  is  to  come. 

And  our  hearts,  and  the  hearts  of  all  who  love 
the  cause  of  our  Lord  Christ,  exclaim,  0 !  that 
it  were  so ! — 0  !  that  the  reality  bat  accorded 
with  the  representation ;  that  the  actual  life  but 
equalled  the  profession.  For  then  how  overaw¬ 
ing  would  be  the  very  presence  of  the  Christian 
among  wicked  men ;  how  mighty,  and  how  be¬ 
nign  in  its  might,  his  entire  infiuence  over  them. 
The  one  would  be  a  constant  rebuke  of  man’s 
forgetfulness  of  the  tremendous  realities  of  the 
world  to  come,  and  the  other  a  constant  appeal 
to  him  to  turn  from  the  awful  vanities  of  the 
world  which  now  is.  And  the  power  of  such  a 
rebuke  and  appeal,  it  is  not  possible,  as  things 
now  are,  to  even  properly  estimate.  We  live  too 
far  from  the  truth,  to  attain  even  a  fair  imag¬ 
ining. 

For  how  is  it  in  very  deed,  with  you  my  Chris¬ 
tian  reader  ?  How  is  it  with  the  great  body  of 
your  thoughts  desires  and  purposes  ?  Are  they 
absorbed  in  heaven,  or  are  they  busy  only  with 
the  world  ?  Go,  stand  in  the  great  highways  of 
the  soul  and  mark  the  multitudes  thronging 
hither  and  thither  through  them.  Whence  come 
they,  and  whither  do  they  go  ?  Here  and  there 
I  see  one,  a  visitor  from  heaven,  or  a  pilgrim 
thitherward.  But  alas  !  it  is  one  soon  lost  in  the 
outward  surging  of  masses  that  give  no  signs  of 
a  heavenly  origin  or  destination.  Here  and  there 
I  catch  a  glimpse  of  a  white  robe  washed  in  the 
blood  of  the  Lamb.  It  gleams  out  a  moment 
beautiful  in  its  holy  whiteness,  but  it  is  the  next 
moment  swallowed  up  amidst  the  manifold  hues 
of  the  flaunting  blazonry  of  the  world’s  great  con¬ 
course.  And  thus  the  testimony  of  the  restless 
life  within  us,  is  that  our  conversation  is  not  in 
heaven,  and  that  our  great  inward  strife  is  not 
after  heavenly  things. 

Nor  will  it  avail  to  plead  those  exercises  or 
acts  which  are  becoming  to  our  calling  and  elec¬ 
tion.  They  are  exceptional  and  not  general. 
They  are  but  the  eddy  wrought  by  some  jutting 
point,  or  the  ripple  produced  by  some  opposing 
rock,  or  the  spray  lifted  from  the  surface  by  some 
overhanging  bough. 

Till  the  vast  onward  sweeping  of  the  soul’s 
current  through  worldly  channels;  still  the 
heart’s  tides  turbid  with  worldliness — if  they 
have  power  to  tell  anything  of  the  soul’s  state — 
urge  and  only  urge  upon  us  the  solemn  fact,  that 
the  great  volume  of  inward  life,  is  of  the  earth, 
earthy.

Desiring  a  better  country,  that 
is  a  heavenly,  we  are  far  from  dwelling  upon  it 
with  anything  like  constancy ;  we  are  far  from 
yearning  after  it  with  anything  like  prevailing 
desire ;  and  0 !  far,  very  far  from  pressing  to¬ 
wards  it  with  anything  like  an  absorbing  pursuit. 
Is  it  not  so  Christian  reader  ?  Make  a  true  re¬ 
cord  of  your  inward  life  for  even  one  day,  and 
say,  is  it  not  so.  Matchless  anomaly  that  it  is —

not  save  No.  “  There  is  no  sorrow  that 
He  cannot  cure,”  “  no  wound  that  He  cannot 
heal-” 

Let  us  then  repair  to  our  Heavenly  Father  in 
‘  every  dark  distressful  hour,”  and  remember 
that  He  has  said,  “  I  will  never  leave  thee  nor 
forsake  thee.”  And  shall  we  not  respond, 
“  Whom  have  I  in  heaven  but  thee  ?  And  there 
is  none  upon  earth  I  desire  besides  thee.”

“  Well,  the  Lord  is  really  in  this  room,  though 
you  cannot  see  him,  and  he  stretches  out  his  hand 
to  yon,  and  says  ‘  Come  unto  me ;  ’  and  you 
should  believe  what  he  says  in  his  letter,  the 
Bible,  as  much  as  though  you  heard  the  words.” 
Soon  after  this  conversation,  ho  had  the  pleasure 
of  meeting  this  young  man  at  the  table  of  the 
Lord.

blematic  representation,  judicious  interpretation, 
literal  statement,  precept,  example,  proverbs,  dis¬ 
quisition,  epistle,  sermon,  prayer,  in  short  all  ra¬ 
tional  shapes  of  human  discourse,  and  treating, 
moreover,  on  subjects  not  obvious,  but  most  diffi¬ 
cult — its  authors  are  not  found  like  other  writers, 
contradicting  one  another  upon  the  most  ordinary 
matters  of  fact  and  opinon,  but  are  at  harmony 
upon  the  whole  of  their  sublime  and  momentous 
scheme. — Prof.  Maelagan.

He  that  Watereth  is  Watered. 

Dr.  Waterbury  once  related  the  following  facts 
in  Boston,  as  an  illustratin  of  the  methods  of  Di¬ 
vine  providence : 

“  Many  years  ago,  a  Mr.  Scudder  came  to  my 
father’s  house  in  New-York,  wishing  to  reside  in 
the  family  while  prosecuting  his  medical  studies. 
Not  a  member  of  the  family  then  knew  anything 
of  practical  religion.  But  Mr.  Scudder  added  to 
the  attractiveness  of  a  Christian  life  tbe  persuas¬ 
ions  of  earnest  zeal  that  we  would  make  our  peace 
with  God.  The  result  of  his  patient  efforts  was 
the  entire  change  of  the  character  of  our  house¬ 
hold.  Harriet,  my  sister,  became  a  Christian, 
and  afterwards  was  married  to  Mr.  Scudder,  and 
has  most  faithfully  rewarded  his  fidelity  to  her 
by  the  devotion  of  her  life  to  him  and  to  his  work 
as  a  missionary. 

After  a  long  residence  in  India,  Dr.  Scudder 
sent  his  sons  to  America  to  be  educated.  Henry 
was  a  wild  and  wicked  boy,  and  gave  his  friends 
great  disquietude.  Bat  his  father  and  mother 
never  lost  their  confidence  in  God.  Their  fervent 
prayers  for  him  were  incessant.  Now  mark  how 
God  answers — how  he  rewards,  after  long  years 
and  heavy  trials,  the  faithful  labors  of  his  ser¬ 
vants.  I  bad  been  brought  to  know  and  love  the 
Savior  through  the  infiuence  of  Mr.  Scudder, 
when  living  in  my  father’s  family.  In  the  Spring 
of  1822  I  went  to  New-York,  to  spend  a  college 
vacation.  While  there  I  addressed  an  audience 
of  young  men.  At  the  close  of  the  meeting  one 
of  them  followed  me  up  Greenwich  street,  and  at 
length  accosted  me.  His  question  was  direct. 

‘  What  must  I  do  to  be  saved  ?’  I  gave  him 
Paul’s  answer  to  the  same  question,  and  it  was  not 
long  before  he  fulfilled  it  happily  in  his  own  ex¬ 
perience,  and  in  a  few  years  after  entered  the 
ministry. 

In  1840  this  young  man,  now  grown  to  be  that 
eloquent  champion  of  the  truth,  the  Rev.  B.  N. 
Kirk,  was  preaching  in  Dr.  Skinner’s  church,  in 
New-York;  and  a  son  of  Dr.  Skinner  became  a

China. — Mr.  Bridgman,  of  Shanghai,  having 
recently  visited  the  mission  at  Fah-chau,  seems 
to  have  been  much  gratified  with  what  he  saw  of 
the  brethren,  and  their  mode  of  operations  in 
that  city.  “  I  most  confidently  anticipate  the  j  soldier 
day,”  he  says,  “  when  it  will  bo  no  less  a  harvest-  f 
field  than  Amoy.  The  circumstances  of  the  two 
stations  have  been  very  different,  and  are  so  still. 
Fah-chau,  every  way  considered,  is  one  of  the 
best  fields  in  China.  It  is  a  healthy  place ;  the 
surrounding  scenery  is  most  beautiful ;  and  there 
is  in  that  city  ‘  much  people.’  Whether  it  will 
escape  the  disorders  and  calamities  of  the  civil 
war  or  not,  it  is  impossible  to  foresee.  God  wUl 
direct,  and  make  all  things  work  for  tbe  good  of 
those  who  trust  in  him.” 

Mr.  Williams  writes  from  Canton,  “  We  have 
no  interruption  of  any  kind  in  our  services  in  the 
city ;  but  some  inflammatory  placards,  issued  to 
deter  foreigners  from  going  into  the  surrounding 
country,  have  made  the  villagers  rather  unciviL” 
Nestorians. — A  letter  from  !Mr.  Breath,  dated 
July  81,  says:  “Notwithstanding  the  marked 
opposition  of  the  government  and  of  influential 
men  to  our  labors,  there  was  probably  never 
time  when  the  gospel  made  more  progress  than 
now.  Oar  monthly  concerts  of  late  have  been 
made  exceedingly  interesting  by  details  from  oar 
helpers  of  their  itinerating  labors  among  the  vil¬ 
lages.  Mr.  Rassam,  the  English  Consul  at  Mo¬ 
sul,  reports  the  convcr.sion  of  a  Papal  missionary 
priest — ^by  what  means  it  does  not  appear — to  the 
Protestant  faith.”  Fearing  his  inability  to  afford 
the  man  protection  at  Mosul,  Mr.  Rassam  has 
aided  him  to  flee  to  India.  Mr.  Rhea  was  pro¬ 
ceeding  quietly  with  his  work  in  Gawar.  He  re¬ 
ports  great  oppressions  of  the  Nestorians  of  Ga¬ 
war,  on  the  part  of  the  Turks ;  and  3Ir.  Rassam 
writes  to  the  same  effect  in  regard  to  Nesto¬ 
rians  in  the  mountains  near  Mosul. — Journal  of 
Jtfissions  for  November. 

From  Ahmednuggur,  Rev.  Mr.  Ballantine 
communicates  an  affecting  account  of  tbe  death 
of  a  native  blind  woman,  who  has  been  a  profes¬ 
sor  of  religion  and  an  exemplary  follower  of  Je¬ 
sus  for  twenty  years.  Rev.  Mr.  Thompson,  when 
on  his  tour  to  the  East,  had  an  interview  with 
this  woman,  and  described  it,  it  will  be  remem¬ 
bered,  in  his  address  at  the  Anniversary  in  this 
city  last  May.  The  husband  of  this  woman  was 
also  blind,  and  died  a  Christian  seven  years  since. 

In  introducing  the  narrative,  the  missionary  says : 

“  Who  would  not  rejoice  to  be  an  instrument  in 
rescuing  such  a  soul  from  heathen  darkness  and 
degradation,  and  preparing  it  for  the  joys  of 
heaven.” 

Mr.  Danmore,  from  Kharpoot,  gives  an  account 
of  a  singular  affray  which  occurred  at  a  funeral. 

He  was  requested  to  attend  the  funeral  of  the 
child  of  a  man  who  had  attended  the  meetings  of 
the  missionaries,  but  who  owned  a  lot  in  the  old 
Armenian  burying  ground.  When  about  to  re¬ 
move  the  body  to  the  grave,  three  Armenians 
came  and  refused  to  have  the  body  interred  with¬ 
out  leave  from  their  Bishop,  who  was  four  hours’ 
journey  away.  Mr.  Danmore  replied  that  he 
was  not  under  the  authority  of  the  Bishop,  and 
proceeded  to  the  yard.  Here  he  found  a  crowd 
of  Armenians,  who  had  refused  to  allow  the  grave 
to  be  dug.  Finally  the  grave  was  dug,  and  the 
body  laid  in  by  Jlr.  D.’s  own  hands,  when  six 
men  rushed  on  him  and  a  general  tussle  ensued, 
in  which  Mr.  D.  suffered  no  bodily  harm.  In 
the  meantime  the  body  was  thrown  out  and  the 
grave  filled  with  stones.  At  this  point  the  city 
authorities  requested  Mr.  D.  to  delay  until  or¬ 
ders  could  be  had  from  the  Defterdar.  Thirf 
dignitary  heard  both  sides,  and  decided  that  the 
child  should  be  buried,  and  ordered  the  arrest 
and  imprisonment  of  the  six  assailants  of  Mr.  D. 

They  were  finally  liberated  at  the  request  of  the 
missionary. 

A  very  similar  case  is  reported  by  Rev.  E.  N. 
Sawtell,  from  Havre.  He  was  attending  the 
funeral  of  a  sailor,  and  was  about  offering  a  prayer 
as  the  body  was  lowered  into  the  grave,  the  rain 
pouring  torrents,  when  a  man  rushed  in  among 
the  company  of  sailors  gathered  around,  swearing 
that  there  should  be  no  Protestant  service  at  the 
grave,  for  he  knew  the  man  to  be  a  Catholic. 
Then  dropping  upon  his  knees  on  the  pile  of  earth 
and  mud  thrown  from  the  grave,  he  began  a  se 
ries  of  grimaces,  crosses  and  manipulations  most 
ridiculous  to  behold.  One  by  one  the  sailors  re¬ 
tired,  until  finally  no  one  was  left  but  tbe  sexton, 
and  he  probably  used  his  discretion  in  caring  for 
the  body. 

Very  encouraging  accounts  are  received  from 


Dr.  Jewett  at  Giuas.  The  attendance  on  church 
Bervioes  is  much  better  than  formerly,  and  there 
IS  no  open  persecution,  and  religious  discussions 
are  frequent  and  open. 

A  colporteur  of  the  Bible  Society  commnni 
cates  a  most  striking  instance  of  the  power  of  th 
Word  of  God  upon  the  mind.  The  colporteur 
was  passing  through  the  camp  of  the  Allies  when 
he  was  met  by  a  young  soldier,  who  asked  him 
for  a  New  Testament.  His  orders  being  to  give 
the  sacred  volume  when  it  was  ascertained  the 
soldier  had  not  the  means  of  paying,  he  at  last 
gave  him  the  book  he  seriously  wished  for.  But 
no  sooner  was  it  in  his  hands,  than  the  soldier  be¬ 
gan  to  laugh  at  the  colporteur,  saying  his  only  in¬ 
tention  was  to  see  whether  be  could  get  it. 

“  However,”  he  added,  “  since  jou  gave  it  me, 
you  will  not  get  it  back ;  it  will  do  to  light  my 
pipe.” 

Deeply  afflicted  at  this  profane  lightness,  the 
colporteur  addressed  a  few  serious  words  to  the 
young  man  before  leaving  him.  About  a  year 
after,  the  same  colporteur  entered  an  inn  far  dis¬ 
tant  from  the  scene  of  this  occurrence.  He 
found  its  owners  in  great  sorrow  by  the  death  of 
their  son,  a  young  soldier  wounded  in  the  Crimea, 
and  who  had  only  come  home  to  die.  He  entered 
into  conversation  with  the  bereaved  parents,  when 
the  mother  told  him  there  was  a  thing  which 
comforted  her— it  was  that  her  son  died  in  peace, 
produced  by  sentiments  of  piety  which  he  had 
found  in  a  little  book  he  bad  brought  back  from 
the  army,  and  in  which  he  had  advi.sed  her  to 
seek  her  consolation.  She  accordingly  produced 
a  little  book,  which  the  colporteur  recognized  as 
a  New  Testament.  You  may  judge  of  the  joy 
and  emotion  of  the  pious  colporteur  when,  on 
opening  the  book  of  which  the  first  leaves  had 
been  torn  away,  he  read  on  the  cover-leaf,  “Re¬ 
ceived  at - ,  the - the  very  day  which 

he  remembered  so  well ;  and  on  the  first  entire 
these  words :  “  First,  despised,  abused —

then  read,  believed,  and  I  have  found  salvation,” 
and  underneath  the  signature  of  the  young 
soldier.”

Religious  Aspect  of  CoLLEaE.s. — The  Dart¬ 
mouth  College  correspondent  of  the  Chicago 
Herald  thus  alludes  to  this  interesting  subject : 

“  The  religious  condition  of  our  Colleges  has 
become  a  matter  of  deep  and  prayerful  interest 
to  the  churches.  From  thence  they  look  for  a 
supply  of  able  and  faithful  ministers  of  the  gos¬ 
pel.  The  theological  seminaries  of  New-England 
sent  out  only  about  forty  graduates,  in  all,  during 
the  last  year.  If  none  of  these  should  become 
missionaries,  they  could  not  fill  half  the  pulpits 
which  arc  now  vacant  in  New-England,  and 
which  may  be  considered  desirable  places  for 
young  ministers.  The  supply  of  pastors  is  not 
adequate  to  the  demand  for  their  services  at  home^ 
much  less  for  the  foreign  field.  The  number  of 
pious  students  in  our  Colleges  is  less  than  in 
former  years,  and  of  these  a  formidable  propor¬ 
tion  engage  in  the  lucrative  employments  of  tbe 
day.  There  have  been,  for  the  last  twenty  years, 
no  extensive  revivals  in  the  churches  of  the 
country.  The  additions  made  to  the  professed 
followers  pf  Christ,  year  by  year,  scarcely  equal 
the  removals  by  death  and  emigration. 

Connected  with  the  General  Association  of 
New-Hampshire  there  are  190  churches  and  20,- 
000  members.  The  additions,  for  the  last  year, 
exceed  the  removals  only  by  twenty.  Emigra¬ 
tion  has  so  exhausted  the  population  of  the  rural 
districts  in  the  State,  that  many  of  the  old 
churches  have  become  too  feeble  to  support  the 
institutions  of  religion,  and  the  old  edifices  where 
the  fathers  worshipped  are  fast  falling  to  decay. 
Where  such  a  state  of  things  is  found,  it  cannot 
be  expected  that  the  classes  which  enter  the  Col¬ 
lege,  annually,  will  bring  with  them  a  higher 
standard  of  Christian  zeal  and  piety  than  exists 
in  the  towns  from  which  they  come. 

Notwithstanding  the  unfrequency  of  revivals  in 
the  State,  the  number  of  pious  students  in  the 
College  remains  nearly  the  same  from  year  to 
year.  About  one-third  of  the  students  are  pro¬ 
fessors  of  religion,  and  I  believe  that  they  honor 
their  profession  as  highly  as  the  same  number  of 
church  members  in  any  other  town  in  the  State. 
They  sustain  two  religious  meetings  during  each 
week.  On  Monday  evening  the  Theological  So¬ 
ciety  meets  for  the  discussion  of  religious  themes. 
On  Saturday  evening  the  students  hold  a  relig¬ 
ious  meeting  in  the  vestry,  which  is  quite  well 
attended,  and  is  thought  to  bo  very  useful. 
Prayer  meetings  have  usually  been  sustained  by 
some  of  the  classes  twice  a  week  immediately 
after  the  recitations  at  eleven  o’clock.” 

Systematic  Benevolence  — This  subject  has 
excited  no  little  interest  among  the  churches  in 
the  East.  It  is  gratifying  to  find  the  West  is 
awaking  now  to  its  importance.  The  following 
paragraphs  from  a  recent  number  of  the  Presby¬ 
terian,  at  Cincinnati,  will  be  read  with  pleasure. 
In  alluding  to  the  collections  to  be  made  in  the 
West,  during  November,  the  editor  adds : — 
“We  mention  some  facts  to  be  borne  in  mind 
in  regard  to  this  cause.  In  the  last  thirteen 
months  the  Church  Extension  Committee  have 
aided  over  100  churches  in  the  bounds  of  twenty- 
four  of  our  twenty-nine  home  Synods.  Not  a 
church  which  has,  in  that  time,  asked  aid  and 
furnished  sufficient  information  to  enable  the 
Committee  to  act  intelligently,  has  failed  to  ob¬ 
tain  an  appropriation. 

There  are  more  recent  applications  on  file, 
awaiting  answers  to  the  usual  questions  forwarded 
to  applicants,  amounting  to  over  $12,000.  The 
appropriations  are  now  about  $6,000  in  advance 
of  the  means  in  hand. 

The  receipts  from  Oct.  1, 1855,  to  November  1, 
1856,  amount  to  over  $18,000,  idl  raised  without 
any  salaried  collecting  agent  There  are  over 
four  hundred  organized  churches  in  our  denomi¬ 
nation,  without  any  house  of  worship.  One  in 
eight  of  our  churches  is  without  any  sanctuary. 
There  are,  moreover,  a  large  number  of  churches 
with  very  unsuitable  and  insufficient  church 

buildings.  _  . 

The  returns  received  from  seventeen  Presoy- 
teries  in  the  bounds  of  thirteen  Synods,  show 
that  of  ninety-one  churches  built  in  these  Pres¬ 
byteries  in  the  last  twelve  years,  seventy-nine 
have  asked  and  received  aid  outside  of  the  place 
in  which  they  were  located.  Let  not  the  claims 
of  this  cause  be  overlooked.  It  is  the  youngest 
bom  of  our  benovolent  enterprises,” 
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BI100KX.'2T>3’  Ja.  I.

The  moBey  saarket  has  been  quite  stringent  during 
the  week,  but  no  advance  in  rates.  The  Banks^  contin¬ 
ue  their  cautious  movements  in  their  loans,  which  cre- 
ales  great  inconvenience  among  the  mercantile  classes, 
especially  with  the  merchante  connected  with  the  Im¬ 
porting  of  Foreign  Goods.  The  Banks,  however,  gen¬ 
erally  give  a  fair  accommodation  to  their  customers. 
The  large  transactions  in  Stocks  during  the  week,  has 
created  an  additional  demand  for  money,  but  capital 
is  in  very  good  supply  for  demand  loans,  on  the  right 
of  securky.  It  is  generally  believed  that  the  pres¬ 
sure  in  the  money  market  has  reached  its  height,  and 
appearances  indicate  an  easier  market  as  the  month 
progresses.  The  demand  for  Gold  and  Bullion  for  ex¬ 
port  continues  active.  The  export  of  specie  during  the 
week  was  S701,C67,  from  this  port  direct,  and  there  was 
sent  to  Boston  during  the  same  time,  $728,670,  for  the 
Cnnard  steamer  for  Liverpool. 

The  business  in  Foreign  Exchange  for  the  week  has 
been  moderate  and  flat  at  109(9109}  for  Bills  on  Lon¬ 
don,  and  6,21i(95,l8|  on  Paris. 

The  transactions  in  the  Stock  market  during  the 
week  have  been  very  large,  and  prices  have  advanced 
very  materially  on  some  descriptions.  The  market  closes 
with  a  firm  tone.

by  means,  and  it  gives  me  great  phasure,  my  dear  Sir,  to  say
